WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP).— 
William H, Davis, chairman of the 
War Labor Board, told a special 
House committee today his agency 
had to act in the Montgomery 
Ward labor dispute or admit that 
15,500,000 people in various indus- 
tries “would be free to strike.” 


Davis, first witness in the House 
investigation of the mail order 
plant seizure in Chicago last 
month, asserted that the WLB in- 
tends to step in wherever there is 
a work stoppage until Congress 
“tells us clearly” that there are 
segments of the national economy 
that are not concerned with the 
war. 

Representative Dewey (Rep.), 
Illinois, sponsored the investiga- 
tion on the theory that the Ward 


mail-order plant should not have 
been seized because it is not a di- 
rect war production concern. 


Must Bar Alii Strikes. 


Davis said the only way to have 
an effective no-strike policy is “to 
bar all strikes” and set up the 
WLB as the forum for settling all 
disputes. 

“It is our opinion,” Davis de- 
clared, “that failure or refusal of 
the Government in time of war to 
furnish a means of peacefully re- 
solving disputes directly involving 
the employes of this company 
would without the slightest doubt 
lead to substantial interference 
with the war effort. It is the 
unanimous opinion of our mem- 
bers that this company is en- 
gaged in activities directly related 
to the successful prosecution of 
the war.” 

If it should be decided that 
Montgomery Ward is not subject 
to the no-strike pledge, Davis 
said, all the employes in distribu-

of guns and ammunition and al- 
most that value in tanks and war 
‘vehicles have gone to the United 
Kingdom — three-fourths of them 
in the last year, British planes 
‘are dumping American-made 
bombs on Germany and American 
fighters roar up from the decks 
of British carriers, 
1400 Vessels to British. 

The United States — now the 
owner of the world’s largest Navy 
has. leased almost 1400 naval craft 
to the British under lend-lease, 
the report said. 

They include more than 30 con- 
voy-escort aircraft carriers, de- 
and merchant 
\ships, and are in addition to 200 
‘million dollars’ worth of landing 
| barges, P-T boats and other small- 
er craft sent to the United King- 
dom. 

The bigger ships which sail 
from American docks under their

LOCUST at SIXTH

Liri Valley Fighting. 


Poles of the Highth Army burst 
into Piedimonte on the north side 
of the Liri valley west of Cassino, 
and were mopping up trapped 
Germans. 

Polish infantry and tanks, sup- 
ported by the British from the 
south, had virtually encircled the 
town yesterday. An official report 
said that enemy troops in the 
town were surprised by the move- 
ment and many were taken 
prisoner. 

At the lower edge of the Liri 
valley, the Allies punched into 
the outskirts of Pontecorvo. 

(The Germans acknowledged 
heavy pressure at Pontecorvo, and 
said the Allies had been repelled 
northwest of that town, with Allied 
bridgeheads “set up across the 
Liri yesterday” being wiped out. 
A Swiss broadcast said Pontecorvo 
had been taken by the Eighth 
Army.) 

A headquarters spokesman said 
Allied losses had been “consider- 
able” but not too high in relation 
to results achieved and the ex- 
treme casualties inflicted on the 
Germans, 

The total of the prisoners taken 
since the offensive was launched 
has now gone well beyond 6,000. 


The Americans in their drive 
to Terracina had cleared most of 
the mountain obstacles separating 
them from the forces in the’ Anzio 
beachhead and had reached the 
edge of the Pontine marshes, 
parts of which have been flooded 
and made impassable by the Ger- 
mans. 

Strong natural positions still re- 
main’'to the Germans to hamper 


j} the Allied advance up the Liri val- 


ley by way of Highway 6, the Via 
Casilina, from Cassino. 

A headquarters spokesman de- 
clared that “when the enemy has 
been driven out of the Adolf 
Hitler line there are a number of 
natural defensive positions be- 
tween Pontecorvo and Vglmontone 
(45 miles northwest on Highway 
6) on which the enemy may at- 
tempt to stabilize his position and 
obstruct our further advance. 

“From a study of the map, two 
positions suggest themselves. First. 
about San Giovanni and Ceprano, 
and second, Ceccano-Frosinone. 

“Astride Highway 6 at Valmon- 
tone there may be expected a 
strong defensive position which, 
according to aerial photos, runs 
through the mountains to Avez- 
zano (about 40 miles’to the north- 
east) and south from Valmontone, 


thence incorporating the Alban 
hills, to the sea (at the Anzio 
beachhead).” 


Aerial Activity. 

Bad weather in the target areas 
caused cancellation of heavy 
bomber flights from Italian bases, 
but medium and light fighter 
bombers blasted communications 
behind the enemy lines and Brit- 
ish Wellingtons early today bomb- 
ed the harbors of Portoferraio 
and Piombino, terminals of the 
Elba-mainland ferry. 

An enemy air attempt to raid 
the Allied positions was brought 
to disaster by a Spitfire squadron. 
The Spitfires intercepted 20 bomb- 
carrying F'W-190s north of Anzio 


with ME-109s escorting. The 
British shot down eight of the

BEACHHEAD FORCE 
SCANNING HORIZON

buretors, propellerg and gun 
mounts for military aircraft, farm 
supplies and machinery, including 
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‘repair parts. I am informed that 
approximately 70 per cent of the 
production is in war materiel. 
The labor dispute between the 
company and the International 
Association of Machinists, Lodge 
628, AFL, was certified to the Na- 
tional War Labor Board by the 
Secretary of Labor, pursuant to 
executive order 9017, on Aug. 11, 
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1942. The issues in dispute were 
heard by a tripartite panel, con- 
sisting of a representative of in- 
dustry, labor and the public. On 
April 13, 1943, the panel filed its 
report, and on Aug. 26, 1943, the 
board issued a directive order de- 
termining the issues in dispute be- 
tween the parties.

The Missouri Medical Plan 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
The logic embodied in your editorial, 
“Limitations of the Medical Plan,” of 
last Thursday, is reasonable and sound. 
The Post-Dispatch has always been of 
great assistance in the development of 
Group Hospital Service, the first hos- 
pital plan in the country actively spon- 
sored by the medical profession. 

The community, the health profes- 
sions and medical economists are en- 
couraged by the idealism and fair ap- 
proach to a voluntary solution of spread- 
ing the costs of illness as expressed in 
the editorial. I am sure that you are 
just as anxious as the doctors and the 
community to see a successful plan 
launched for the people. 

According to a recent nationwide sur- 
vey by Opinion Research Corporation, 
77 per cent of those questioned indicat- 
ed that payments for medical care were 
reasonable and satisfactory. Of this 
group, 63 per cent felt that methods 
could be devised for easier payments of 
medical care costs while only 5 per cent 
thought that ordinary doctor bills for 
home and office calls require an easy 
method of payment. 

You state in your editorial that when 
@ person needs hospital care for which 
he is unable to pay, he will go as a non- 

“paying patient. These non-paying pa- 
tients are cared for with charity funds 
and receive free medical care in hos- 
pitals and clinics through the charity 
of doctors. 

The Organization Committee, of which 
I am chairman took all these points 
into consideration in drafting the tenta- 
tive pro Further, actuarial infor- 
mation indicates that our plan is based 
on sound experience. 

The medical profession of Missouri 
does not claim that its plan is the an- 
swer to state medicine. It was unfor- 
tunate that anyone made such a state- 
ment. It does believe it is the first 
step in the right direction. 

The Blue Cross plan of Group Hospital 
Service had an humble beginning in St. 
Louis eight years ago. Protection was 
limited to the employed person, 

Since that time, through successful 
operation in spreading the risk among 
all members, the trustees have been able 
to extend the benefits to cover the en- 
tire family and include all hospital serv- 
ices, including such expensive drugs as 


pneumococci serum, sulphonomides, and 


now penicillin. 

I cannot in all honesty queation cer- 
tain shortcomings in the plan, but after 
all, I do know that medical leadership 
in St. Louis and Missouri is more cog- 
nizant of the need and more self-critical 
than many others elsewhere. 

The St. Louis and County medical so- 
cieties should be encouraged to provide 
a voluntary method in a manner con- 
sistent with the ethics of good American 
medicine. I think thoughtful St. Louis- 
ans will support a voluntary plan to as- 
sist in meeting unpredictable illness 
costs of a catastrophic nature,

For One Big River Project 
Wo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The flood control, irrigation, water- 
power and river transportation dispute 
now being waged by sectional, selfish 
and political interests is comparable to 
@ childish argument. 

There is no reason why all worthwhile 
interests cannot be served by a single 
plan, provided, of course, we eliminate 
the selfish and political interests. No 
plan yet introduced has the necessary 
qualifications. 

The Northwestern states want irriga- 
tion. All right, let’s build dams and 
reservoirs in that section and provide 
those states with irrigation. Such dams 
will also serve flood control. But an- 
other practice must be co-ordinated 
with the construction of dams. 

The flow must be reduced in the riv- 
er by retardation at the source, that to 
be accomplished by proper soil practice 
in the areas that need protection of the 
valuable top soil that is yearly wash- 
ing away and filling the channel of the 
river with silt. The channel is contin- 
wally being dredged by our Army Engi- 
meers. They will continue to dredge 
until soil erosion has been checked, 

Too much thought should not be giv- 
en to hydro-electric power just for the 
sake of building a dam. The Federal 
Government should refrain fron? such 
projects in favor of private enterprise. 
Then huge sums of the taxpayers’ money 
will not be tied up in useless structures. 
If there is need for such power and 
a market for it, free capital will not 
hesitate to find means to furnish the 
necessary power.

Registration Reminder 


To a considerable extent, the number of votes 
cast in St. Louis and St. Louis County will de- 
pend on how the registration turns out tomor- 
row in the city and tomorrow and Wednesday in 
the county, 

The city and county contain many thousands 
of eligible but unregistered citizens, some newly 
come of age, some here to do war work. The 
registration offices this week will be brought 
close to the people, clear down to individual pre- 
cincts and townships. From then on, a trip down- 
town will be required for city residents and one 
to Clayton for county residents. 

If ever there was a year when people should 
go to unusual efforts to become eligible to express 
their preferences at the ballot box, it is this one. 

The stakes may be the greatest in our history: 
people will be voting in November for a President 
and members of a Congress which will probably 
be called on to make the peace, establish postwar 
arrangements,*get the country firmly started on 
the road to full employment and sustained pros- 
perity. And if this motive were not enough, 
everyone on the home front has become in some 
measure a proxy for some millions of men and 
‘ men in uniform, comparatively few of whom 
will surmount the onerous requirements that have 
been set up for absentee voting. 

The first wish of machine politicians on the 
morning of elections is for bad weather or any- 
thing else that will make for a light vote. Hence 
it is all to the good that numerous organizations 
are working for widespread registration and vot- 
ing. It is also good that interested groups of 
many kinds are canvassing their own members. 

By this very token, however, it is all the more 
important that efforts toward a heavy vote 
should be not scattering but comprehensive. Since 
American society is full of special-interest groups, 
all interests should be active in bringing out their 
members, lest the too frequent spectacle of minor- 
ity domination be enacted once again, : 

Above all, independent voters should let no 
inconvenience or indifference keep them away 
from the polls, for it is they who in the end 
wield the balance of power, for better or for 
worse. 

The heavier the registration today and tomor- 
row, and the heavier the vote in August and No- 
vember, the better the chance of getting wise, 
humane, enlightened, effective government.

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No Police: Self-Investigation 

Among the gravest charges that can be made 
against a police officer in the line of duty is the 
acceptance of money for the protection of law 
violators. Such charges have been made against 
members of the St. Louis Police Department in 
an affidavit by William Grasswick, 17-year-old 
stepson and killer of Joseph (Buck) Newell, for- 
mer labor racketeer and gambling house operator. 

Irrespective of the source, such serious charges 
must be investigated. Justice and the good name 
of the Police Department demand a prompt in- 
quiry. The Police Board was well advised to 
order a complete investigation, and it would be 


even better advised to adopt the suggestion that « 


an outside agency make the investigation. 

Police self-investigation is not a spactacle that 
inspires public confidence. As has been seen in 
the botched-up Melendes case, in which officers 
were accused of fatally beating a prisoner, many 
citizens fear that whitewash methods are used 
in such an inquiry. 

Whatever the value of the affidavit or of the 
testimony of witnesses in this case may turn ont 
to be, an independent inquiry, together with grand 
jury action, is highly in order,

A war-plant strike is not a pleasant picture, 
and neither is seizure of a war plant by the Gov- 
ernment. But when the latter action puts an 
end to the former, public opinion strongly in- 
dorses this use of Federal power, Resumed pro- 
duction is the immediate objective, and this is 
being attained today at the Hummer Manufactur- 
ing Co. of Springfield, Ill., a subsidiary of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co. Striking employes are re- 
turning to work after 15 days of plant shutdown. 

As in the seizure of the parent company last 
month, the Hummer plant seizure checks back 
to the recalcitrance of Sewell Avery, head of 
Montgomery Ward. Just as in the Chicago case, 
he refused to deal with the union and defied 
WLB directives dating back as far as nine 
months. His’ case is much weaker than in the 
previous episode, for there can be no disputing 
the contention that the Hummer firm is a war 
plant, since it manufactures propellers, carbufet- 
ors and gun mounts for military aircraft, in ad- 
dition to farm supplies and machinery. WLB 
Chairman Davis says that 70 per cent of the 
firm’s production is war materiel. 

Mr. Avery is continuing his one-man revolt 
against the Government's machinery for main- 
taining industrial peace in wartime. The cir- 
cumstances of the Montgomery Ward selzure may 
have gained some sympathy for him, but who 
will say that the Government should have kept 
hands off the Hummer plant, thereby sanctioning 
both a defiance of its authority and a stoppage 
of war production? 
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Gov. Arnall of Georgia proposes that both par- 
ties cali off their conventions and allow Mr, 
Roosevelt to be re-elected by a standing vote. The 
Governor’s idea seems to be to extend the Solid 
South over as far as Maine and California. 
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Mr. LaGuardia’s Slip 


When Mayor LaGuardia protested the reset- 
tlement of Japanese-Americans in New York 
City, he prejudiced hig prestige with many who 
have supported him on public issues in the past. 
Further, such a stand lowers the prestige of a 
city which has long prided itself on its tolerance. 

Apparently Mayor LaGuardia’s protest has 
been overruled. Manhattan's first Japanese- 
American hostel was opened a week ago by the 
Church of the Brethren and the American Bap- 
tist Home Missiong Society, and a 24-hour police 
guard placed outside to protect the family of 
three Nisei Americans whe were first to arrive 
from a relocation center in Arizona. 

Let the Mayor himself take note that these 
citizens have arrived in a city where the presence 
of Itallan and German aliens is not protested. 
Let the Mayor ask himself once again whether 
loyal American citizens of any race shall live 
under the protection of a democratic constitu- 
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tion, or be persecuted in spite of it. If his con- 
clusion is humane, then let the armed police 
guard, which serves only to point a public finger 
at people with a right to private lives, be re- 
moved at once. i 


End of the Mihailovic Legend 


In the months following the fall of Yugoslavia, 
in April, 1941, reports of a spectacular guerrilla 
leader began to trickle out of that country. His 
name was Draja Mihailovic; his deeds were 
mighty, and his valor was great. His Chetniks 
were fighting gallantly in the mountains, it was 
reported, and inflicting heavy losses upon the 
Germans and Italians. Mihailovic’s name was 
enthusiastically linked on the rolls of military 
prowess with those of Timoshenko, Alexander 
and MacArthur. 

The first whispers against him were discount- 
ed as “Communist smears,” aimed at discredit: 
ing King Peter and his exile Government. The 
British stood by Mihailovic, but soon the evidence 
became too strong for Downing Street. Mihailo- 
vic, it was shown, had co-operated with the Axis. 
He had fought and killed Yugoslav patriots led 
by a little-known figure named Marshal Tito. 
Furthermore, many Partisan victories had been 
mistakenly credited to Mihailovic. The latter's 
army dwindled, and at last ceased to fight, pro- 
fessedly awaiting Allied invasion of the Balkans. 

The Mihailovic legend suffered a deadly blow 
last Feb. 22 when Winston Churchill announced 
that British military aid thereafter would go to 
Tito. Now the legend has been officially killed 
by King Peter’s ouster of Mihailovic as Minister 
of War. 

In Yugoslavia’s turbulent domestic feuds, Mi- 
hailovic was the King’s man; Tito, the people’s 
spokesman, That the King now, even if under 
British pressure, drops Mihailovic, moves to form 
a more representative Cabinet and bids for Tito 
as a member is a happy omen for the Allied cause 
and for democracy. 
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Death in the Cab 


The wild run of a Reading Railway express 
train with its engineer dead at the throttle 
should call public attention to the need for mod- 
ernization of railroad safety devices and practices. 

In subway operations, a device known as “the 
dead man’s button” would have made such a 
wild run impossible, for relaxation of the opera- 
tor’s pressure against it would stop the train im- 
mediately. Why could not a similar apparatus 
be used in railroading? 

In any event, practices which would leave an 
engineer alone in his cab for a single instant, 
permitting an accident to him to endanger every 
life on the train, are unsafe practices, 
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Flood Regulations for Bagnell 


Senator Clark deserves support for his efforts 
to obtain Federal regulations which would pre- 
vent the Union Electric Co, from adding to flood 
heights at St. Louis by the manner of its oper- 
ation of Bagnell Dam on the Osage River, a 
tributary of the Missouri. 

The objections of irrigation interests, which 
fear application of the regulations to their res- 
ervoirs, should be subject to solution without too 
much difficulty. Surely our neighbors of the 
Upper Missouri Valley will be willing to agree to 
some form of regulation to provide this city with 
the protection it so manifestly needs. 

No one is asking that Bagnell Dam be operated 
to provide flood control, though its owners and 
operators, the Union Electric Co., made flood- 
control claims for it when they were seeking a 
certificate of convenience and necessity for con- 
struction of the project. All that is being asked 
is that the operations of Bagnell be supervised 
so that they will not again make St. Louis floods 
worse, as the United States Army Engineers re- 
ported they did last year, 

The existing situation, which permits Union 
Eléctric to dump Bagnell storage water into the 
river when it will do most damage to farms and 
communities downstream, is intolerable, The op- 
eration of this reservoir must be regulated for the 
protection of the public. The responsibility for 
making and enforcing the regulations rests upon 
the Federal Government,

A proposal advanced belatedly by Delegate 
Stratford Lee Morton of St. Louis County af- 
fords the Constitutional Contention a reasonable 
method of dealing with the puzzling St. Louis 
city-county problem. ; 

Under the proposal which Mr. Morton hopes to 
get the convention to consider, the city and coun- 
ty would be free for five years to work out their 
own form of merger or consolidation under any 
one of the four plans embodied in the provision 
already approved by the convention, 

However, if nothing had been done at the end 
of five years, it then would be mandatory for a 
proposition for return of the city to the county 
to be submitted to the voters of the whole area. 
If a majority approved it, the city would become 
a part -of the county and then would have the 


‘same rights for extension of its boundaries which 


apply to other cities in Missouri. 

A proposal by Delegate Ethan A. H. Shepley 
of St. Louis, to return the city to the county au- 
tomatically if no other plan has been adopted 
in five years, was defeated in the convention by 
a narrow margin. Mr. Morton hopes to get re- 
consideration of the Shepley proposal with his 
plan attached as an amendment. 

The merit of the Morton plan ig that it leaves 
final decision fully in the hands of the voters, but 
still gives assurance that some action will be 
taken within a reasonable time toward solution 
of the problem, It avoids the arbitrariness of 
other proposals which could not have been voted 
on separately but only in the statewide vote for 
or against whatever new constitutional measures 
the convention submits. + 

The convention would do well to reopen this 
matter in the hope that real progress can be 
made on one of the State’s most serious problems.

A Fine Novel of Old Vienna 
And Development of a Youth 


“Peter Domanig: Morning in Vienna,” by Victor 

White. (Bobbs-Merrill Co., Indianapolis.) 

This novel has that rare quality of magie 
which one associates with only the great- 
est fiction. It trd@nsports the reader to a 
new world, makes him forget his own 
world, creates the illusion, almost, that he 
has never known any people but the char- 
acters of the book, and, hence, that the 
outcome of their experiences is the most 
important thing in the world, These are 
strong words, superlatives, and the book 
deserves them. 

Vienna of World War I (and of the 
years just before) is the setting of the 
book. Its hero, Peter, is one of Vienna’s 
disinherited—illegitimate and poor. The 
effect of poverty and illegitimacy upon the 
formation of his character is handled with 
great comprehension and insight. 

Mr, White recognizes that, important as 
birth and background are, they are not 
all-important. Peter is no spineless crea- 
tion of deterministic forces.

MRS. ROOSEVELT ADDRESSES 
NEGROES ON NEED OF UNITY 


BALTIMORE, May 22 (AP).— 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt told 
approximately 5000 Negroes yester- 
day that the United States must 
show other nations “that all peo- 
ples aliould go forward together 
and na group can remain disunited 
without bringing harm to the rest 
of the world.” Addressing a meet- 
ing of the Baltimore chapter, Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, she 
declared that the United States, 
as a virtual league of nations, 
should set an example for the rest 
of the- world in peaceful settle- 
ment of problems. 

“We must learn that generalities 
are not good things to dea] with. 
We need to really have a nation 
where all people have equal oppor- 
tunity and eventually the chance 
to take part in their government,” 
Mrs. Roosevelt said. 

“Our military.records show that 
no race is inferior to any other 
in participation in the common 
battle against the enemy,” she 
said, adding: “All peoples have to 
fight together to win the war. The 
tide is turning but we have much 
to do before the war is won, To 
do it better we should work to- 
gether.”

“Allied press representatives

“By this method of an impar- 
tial, equitable and balanced press, 
it is believed the world public is 
receiving- and will continue to re- 
ceive the fullest and most accu- 
rate information on _ conditions 
existent there aS well as on ac- 
tivities of Marshal Tito and his 
forces.

Generalissimo Chiang Kal-shek’s 

own views expressed in his recent 

book, “China’s Destiny,” published 

in China but barred from export 


until it has been revised, have 
aroused some uneasiness, The 
book has been interpreted by 


This inter- 
pretation, however, is said to have 
arisen from the fact that Chiang 
placed much of the blame for 
China’s condition on the so-called 
unequal treaties of the past, which 
he pointed out have been done 
away with now, In this light, he 
appealed to the Chinese to rouse 
themselves to carve out their own 
future. Certain paragraphs, how- 
ever, calling on China to revive 
the spirit handed down for fifty 
centuries and to lay a new founda- 
tion on the basis of “the state 
above everything” have caused 
some misgivings regarding China's 
conception of democracy. 
Wallace’g visit is therefore in- 
tended to be much more than a 
mere good will visit or a gesture 
of hands across the sea. Coming 
at this critical time in China’s 
long struggle, it is destined to 
have an important bearing on 
China’s future part in both the 
war and in the peace to follow. 


NEWSPAPERS HAIL 
PROMISE OF HELP 


CHUNGKING, May 22 (AP). — 
Chinese newspapers united today 
in assuring Vice-President Wal- 
lace the heartlest welcome to 
China and hailed his statement 
that nothing would stop America 
from bringing this nation “all pos- 
sible and prompt aid.” 

The official Central Daily News 
declared that Chinese who have 
read President Roosevelt’s and 
Wallace’s announcements of the 
purpose of the Vice-President’s 
visit “cannot but feel intensely 
gratified.” 

The newspaper Ta Kung Pao 
observed that “Wallace’s visit to 
Siberia at this juncture has sig- 
nificance. We hope the Russians 
will fight together with us one 
day on the same battlefield 
against the same foe.” Wallace 
will travel through Siberia on his 
way to Chungking. 

He will find China facing the 
threat of invasion of its north- 
west, prices astronomically high 
in the economic field and many 
disturbing political» undercurrents. 

An egg, at the official rate of 
exchange of 20 Chinese dollars for 
one American dollar, costs 35 
cents in American money. A 
pound of bread costs $4 in Amer- 
ican money, a cake of Chinese 
soap $3.

In two 
months, thanks to 
an infallible mem- 
ory, he had thor- 
oughly mastered 
this material. Then, 
singlehanded, he 
blueprinted his plan 
of campaign. 
Wingate realized that every man assigned to 
the expedition must be expendable. He was not 
surprised to learn that no crack regiments could 
be spared for the job. It was typical of him 
to accept and make the best of it. As he looked 
over the drafts allotted to him, his only com- 


ment was: “I'll make any man who’s fit a jungle 
fighter capable of coping with the best the Jap- 
anese have got.” In July, 1942, he assembled 
his men in the jungle region of India’s Central 
Provinces for six months of rigorous training, 
the first part of it in the sweltering heat and 
torrential rain of the monsoon season. 
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WINGATE’S BRITISH troops consisted of a 
Jarge draft from the King’s Liverpool Regiment 
and odds and ends from a dozen other regiments. 
They were nearly all married men, aged 28 to 
35, from the smoky industrial areas of northern 


England—wartime draftees taken from a coastal 
defense unit at home and sent out to India to 
do garrison work. Most of them had expected 
to remain in that type of soldiering for the dura- 
tion. They were born and bred to town and 
factory life, to the comfortable routine of a big 
plant and the bright lights and smooth pave- 
ments of Manchester and Liverpool, to movie 
houses and the steak and kidney pie of peace- 
time England or Lancashire hotpot and fish-and- 
chips from the shop on the corner; to a day’s 
work at a factory bench and an evening game of 
darts capped by a pint of mild and bitter in the 
cheery atmosphere of the local pub. None of 
them had ever before been under fire.

A FORCE OF Burma Rifles was to be the 
eyes, ears and mouthpiece of the expedition. All 
of them knew the country intimately and would 
act as contact men with the natives. Their of- 


ficers would be responsible for intelligence work 
and for the propaganda through radio loud- 
speakers and leaflets. The rest of Wingate’s 
force consisted of Gurkhas, keen-eyed, wiry little 
hill fighters from the independent state of Nepal, 
units from the Royal Corps of Signals, plus doc- 
tors, medical personnel and veterinaries for the 
pack animals from the Royal Army Medical 
Corps and the Indian Medical Service; a small 
group of R. A. F. flying officers to act as liaison 
with the aircraft; a sprinkling of Commando of- 
ficers and N, C. O.'a who had taken part in the 
raids on Norway and the French coaat, to per- 
form demolitions, carry out reconnaissance, and 
conduct the most ticklish operations. 

With a few individual exceptions, none of the 
officers or men were volunteers. The British of- 
ficers in the Burma Rifles spoke Burmese flu- 
ently. Some officers in the force spoke Gurkhaili, 
and all of them knew a smattering of Hindustani, 
which was understood by most of the native 
troops. In the ranks, the British communicated 
in sign language with the Gurkhas and Bur- 
mese. 
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THE BURMA RIFLES—native Burmese troops 
eommanded by both British and Burmese—were 
eourageous, cheerful little fighters, for whom the 
British contingent acquired the greatest respect. 
Many of them had been educated at the Ameri- 
can Baptist Mission and bore such names as 
Washington, Nelson, Billy and Robert. At night 
they would gather around the campfire and de- 
voutly sing hymns. In jungle-craft they’ were 
unsurpassable. 

Wingate had insisted on having R. A. F. fly- 
ing officers attached to his force in order to 
ensure the maximum chance of success for his 
daring scheme of co-operation between ground 
and air forces. The dropping of supplies was, to 
be sure, nothing new. The Transport Squadron 
that was to supply the Chindits had the previous 
year dropped food, boots, and clothing to the 
refugees struggling through the mountains of 
Burma in the backwash of defeat. In Russia 
and Yugoslavia guerrilla forces had been sup- 
plied with food, arms and ammunition from the 
air. But such droppings had been haphazard, 
hit-or-miss affairs. Never before had a force of 
several thousand men planned a long-range pene- 
tration of enemy territory relying solely on air- 
borne supplies. 
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FURTHERMORE, Wingate expected that, op- 
erating in the thick of Jap troop concentrations, 
he would be able to relay to the R. A. F, precise 
information as to what targets in Burma to 

“bomb ard when. The R. A. F. was to be his sup- 


ply line, and he in turn would serve as the eyes 
and ears of the R. A. F. On both counts— 
bombing and supply—Wingate felt it was essen- 
tial that the messages sent to the air base in 
Assam should be drafted by a skilled pilot who 
knew how to pin-point objectives and what could 
be done with a particular type of plane under 
given weather conditions. 

The area in which the Chindits were to be 
trained was 35 miles from the nearest small 
town. The Brigadier with his officers and non- 
coms arrived in advance of the main foree, It 
was the suffocating period just before the mon- 
goon season when the temperature sometimes 
hits 120 degrees in the shade. Nerves were on 
edge and tempers near boiling point as they 
waited for the dense storm clouds massed op- 
pressively overhead to break and bring relief 
from the intolerable sultriness. Before the medi- 
cal contingent arrived several men collapsed 
from heat exhaustion, which can quickly result

“Although 
you generally refrain from dealing with strictly medical 
problems in your psychology column, I wonder if you'd tell 
us some of the greatest advances in medicine in the past 
century. Please describe some of the human interest elements 


in modern surgery.”

REMEMBER THE old adage about “starving a fever’? 
Now we tend to follow the patient’s appetite and feed him 
whatever he seems sufficiently interested to eat. Remember 
how urgently people tried to break the fever? .Now we are 
grateful for the fever, in a sense, and if it doesn’t go much 
above 105 degrees, we sit tight. Why? Because germs don’t 
seem to multiply as fast at fever temperatures as do white 
blood corpuscles, so the elevated body temperature increases 
our armies of white corpuscles faster than the invading enemy 
can flood us with new crops of young bacteria. In the old 
days of severe vomiting and diarrhea, moreover, the patient 
might get seriously dehydrated or deficient in fluids. Now 
we give ample glucose and salt solutions under the skin or 
by vein, so we can feed and fluidize a patient without dis- 
turbing his inflamed stomach or intestinal tract. 
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WHEN I WAS AN INTERNE, an arthritic little woman, 
weighing 85, was brought into the hospital. Her attending 
physician started fluids by vein, and said as soon as one liter 
had trickled in, to substitute another liter. He said to 
keep it up until he personally cancelled the order, The interne 
on his service called me next morning for advice, saying 
he had already given the woman 17 liters of glucose and 
saline in the preceding 12 hours, and wondering if that wasn’t 
enough. Although she had thus taken four gallons of fluids 
during the night, which was at least four times her total 
blood volume, she was as pert as a bird, and showed no ill 
effects. I cite this case for my medical colleagues, since it 
ig very unusual. 
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IF 1 WERE TO list the greatest advances in medicine, I 
would include the following, though they may not be in 
order of maximum value. First, vaccination and inoculation. 
We have thereby almost eliminated some of the dangerous 
epidemics, such as smallpox, diphtheria, and whooping cough. 
And by such psychological mediums as this column we can 
also almost vaccinate against functional insanity. Second, 
pasteurization of milk and purification of water, by means of 
which we have almost wiped out typhoid, intestinal tuber- 
culosis, etc. Third, anesthesia, thereby permitting the devel- 
opment and miracles of modern surgery. Fourth, asepsis and 
antisepsis, fortified by a growing array of valuable drugs, such 
as the sulfonamide group, penicillin, quinine, etc. Fifth, com- 
plementation procedures or methods of making up body de- 
ficiencies as glandular therapy, including insulin, thyroid ex- 
tract and other products, either synthesized chemically or ob- 
tained directly from other animals. Under the fifth heading 
should also come blood transfusions, oxygen therapy, intra- 
venous feeding, vitamins and the like. Sixth, X-ray and radium, 
which permit. our modern diagnosis and treatment of frac- 
tures, plus the elimination of much cancer.

HESE filled cookies are de- 
a licious, beautiful, and unusual 
because of their delicate flaky 
texture, their jelly centers and at- 
tractive form, While they are ele- 
gant enough to serve at a wedding 
or other festive meal, they are 
simple to make and sufficiently 
inexpensive to prepare for the 
homefolks for an everyday meal. 
Because they need jelly of exc..- 
lent flavor for their filling, the 
dough should be folded over the 
jelly with care, then it should be 
pressed down firmly enough to 
insure that none is going to ieak 
out in the baking. Any oozing 
means a waste of material, it 
causes the cookie to burn on the 
bottom before it is well done and 
this also spoils the appearance, 
Careful baking results in that 
“just right” color and puff. 
Hungarian Filled Crescents. 
One-half cup butter or half but- 
ter and half margarine, one ta- 
blespoon lard, two cups sifted all- 
purpose flour, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, two smal] egg yolks, one-half 
cup sour cream, about one-half 
cup stiff, tart jelly. 


Work butter, lard, flour and 
salt till consistency of corn- 
meal. Drop in the egg yolks, 


add cream and mix thoroughly. 
Shape into a patty, wrap in waxed 
paper and chill overnight; Roll on 
lightly floured board to one-eighth 
inch thickness. Cut into rounds 
three inches in diameter. Place 
about one-half teaspoon jelly off 
center on each round. Fold edge 
near jelly, completely covering 
jelly. - Press down to seal then 
roll up—turn and shape into cres- 
cents. Brush with egg and milk 
(one yolk beaten with three ta- 
blespoons milk), place on cookie 
sheet and bake at 400 degrees for 
10 to 12 minutes. Remove from 
pan while warm, sprinkle with 
powdered sugar when cool. Makes 
about two dozen.

NEW YORK, Sunday, May 21. 
WONDER if living away from 
the country gives one a keener 
joy when one has occasional 
glimpses of the beauty of the 
country.

Sitting on the porch of my hus- 
band’s little cottage and looking 
down at the countryside below, 
with masses of rhodedendron and 
azaleas in bloom all around, made 
me almost: forget that the world 
is too sorrowful at present for 
life to have much zest. Perhaps 
it is just the spring which renews 
our hope, since it tells us the 
same old story that no matter 
what happens to human beings, 
everything in the world is put to 
use and a rebirth does take place 
in nature once a year! 

The fruit tree is no longer in 
blossom, which I regret, but the 
lilacs are still in bloom, and per- 
fume the air wherever you find 
them. They always remind me of 
my childhood, for we had a great 
near my 
grandmother’s home, where I 
spent so much time as a child, 
and it was always the first thing 
we looked for when we went back 
there in the spring after our long 


winter in the city. 

On the train between Hyde 
Park and New York City, I went 
through a “Political Handbook for 
Women,” which was written by 
Miss Eve Garrette. This year the 
exercise of our citizenship is very 
important because we are in the 
peculiar position where men 
may be unable to vote. This book 
seems to me admirably arranged, 
and it should be equally popular 
with men and women, because it 
answers so many of the questions 
which come up when you start to 
take an active part in politics. 
You know many of the answers 
vaguely, but when you have to 
know them accurately and in de- 
tail, you find you are not quite as 
sure of them as you thought you 
were, 

On the twenty-fourth of May, 
there will be a celebration at the 
Capitol in Washington which I 
would have liked to attend if I 
did not have a long-standing en- 
gagement in West Virginia. This 
is the 100th anniversary of the 
sending of the first telegraph mes- 
sage. The sending of this mes- 
sage in 1844 represented the first 
use of electricity in industry for 
the world. Fourteen years later, 
in 1858, a cable was first used, 
and then, in 1878, the first tele- 
phone switchboard was set up, 
with 21 subscribers. How many 
wonderful things have come about 
through the use of electricity 
which we take so blithely for 
granted today!

Doctor on 
Treatment 


Of the Skin

OST skin diseases, it would be 
M: good guess, are first treated 

at home, by the patient him- 
self or some member of the house- 
hold. The favorite remedies are 
some sort of greases or ointments 
—zine oxide ointment for soothing 
itching and inflamed eruptions; 
‘ammoniated mercury for pus in- 


fections of the skin like acne or 


impetigo or hair follicle or shav- 
ing infections; mentholated or 
camphorated ointments for hives 
and chapping and sunburn; sulfa 
ointments for infections; and to 
get away from ointments tincture 
of iodine or mercurochrome for 
cuts and bruises. 

When these don’t work and you 
go to the expert dermatologist you 
will find him depending more on 
X-ray, radium, electrolysis, -dia- 
thermy, drugs by vein end vac- 
cines. It is natural for him to use 
these more complicated methods 
because he probably knows you 
have already been using the stand- 
ard local remedies at home. And 
here is a point to emphasize—if he 
gives you a medicine for local ap- 
lication it will likely be in the 
form of a lotion, that is a watery 
or liquid suspension rather than 
an ointment. A 


NOW ALL OF THESE remedies 
are good. For household use the 
medicine closet should certainly 
contain a zinc oxide preparation 
for soothing and ammoniated mer- 
cury for pus conditions and iodine 
for cuts and infections, and per- 
haps comphor ice. But there are 
a good many times when the 
household dermatologist needs to 
be restrained in their use and 
there are a lot of things not to do 
for skin diseases that he doesn’t 
always remember. 

One is that very tendency noted 
above to stick to ointments rather 
than lotions. An ointment gums 
over the surface of a skin erup- 
tion, keeps the air out and the 
secretions in and often adds to the 
damage. A lotion can be dabbed 
on and will stay in place just as 
well as the ointment, besides lets 
the skin breathe and draws secre- 
tions to the surface where they 
can be wiped off. Zinc oxide in an 
ointment doesn’t get to exert its 
effect as well as calomine in a lo- 
tion, and the action of the calo- 
mine is just about the same as 
zinc oxide. Ointments are all 
right in their place, but that place 
is not wholesale and universal use. 

A tendency of anyone treating 
the skin, and this includes many 
doctors, is to overtreat, either by 
treating with applications that are 
too streng or using them too 
much. This is particularly true 
of poison ivy or any similar acute 
dermatitis from contact that is in 
an angry, inflamed condition, Here 
some of the medicaments applied 
may add to the inflammation and 
make things worse. Ointments on 
these conditions do no good be- 
cause the ointment never gets in 
contact with the trouble, since the 
serum which is constantly oozing 
out pushes it away. A mild wet 
dressing of half of 1 per cent of 
aluminum subacetate is most like- 
ly to do good, 

* * 


A WET DRESSING should keep 
the part wet. If when the dress- 
ing is removed it is stuck to the 
skin it has obviously not been wet 
enough. A good wet dressing that 
holds moisture is oatmeal and bi- 
carbonate of soda. But an oppo- 
site danger of wet dressings is 
that they are allowed to waterlog 
the skin. 

Sulfa ointments should never be 
used except under medical advice. 
They are very likely to sensitize 
skin and make any eruption worse. 
I just saw a peculiar example of 
this. A detail man who goes to 
doctors to demonstrate new prep- 
arations was in the habit of show- 
ing how a sulf2 ointment could be 
completely absorbed in the skin. 
He would take out a little jar of 
it and rub if on the back of his 
hand. After doing this.a few 
weeks he developed a peach of a 
dermatitis that took a few weeks 
to cure. 

A sore skin is sensitive to drugs, 
The basic rule of treatment is 
--don’t do anything to make_ it 
worse. 
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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

E. A.—Is a temperature that 
varies from 99 to 101 always in- 
dicative of infection? Could it be 
caused by nerves? What reaction 
does benzedrine sulphate have on 
the body? 

Answer: Yes, it always inditates 
infection. Many people regret hav- 
ing ascribed such things to nerves, 
Benzedrine sulphate stimulates 
the brain, produces wakefulness 
and mental stimulation, raises 
blood pressure and, applied local- 
ly, shrinks mucous membranes, as 
of the nose. 


A. G.:—What function does the 
spleen have in the body? Can a 
person live with the spleen re- 
moved? Can a suspected enlarged 
spleen be detected by X-ray? 

Answer: The only’ certainly 
known function of the spleen is to 
destroy antiquated blood cells. But 
there are numerous areas of splen- 
tic tissue — accessory spleens — 
scattered throughout the body 
which perform the same function, 
and the spleen has often been re- 
moved with no bad result, the pa- 
tient livmg a long time, The X-ray 
visualizes the spleen only when a 
contrast medium — thoracotrast— 
is injected into the blood.

Six slices stale bread, two egg 
yolks, one-half cup margarine, one 
cup milk, one-half cup water, two 
egg whites, two cups stewed fruit. 

Soak bread in water. Cream 
egg yolks with margarine. Add 
milk. Squeeze bread dry and com- 
bine with first mixture. Add 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Grease 
an oven-proof baking dish, Pour 
in a layer of mixture, then a layer 
of stewed fruit. Continue this un- 
til all is used up, making layer of 
egg-bread mixture on top. Bake 
at 375 degrees one-half hour.

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Daring Commander Turned City-Bred Men Into Superb Jungle Fighters

in death if not properly treated. 
Wingate did the doctoring himeelf. 
He had no hospital and no ice 
packs, but he carried the victims 
to a dak bungalow—a post rest- 
house—rigged up makeshift fans 
and pulled all of his patients 
through. 

On the camping site was an an- 
cient Indian well, a large rectang- 
ular affair situated beside the 
ruins of some maharajah’s hunt- 
ing.lodge with a tall tower. The 
night he arrived Wingate went off 
to explore the tower and found 
himself staring into the eyes of a 
panther, ‘ready to defend its lair. 
He bagged the male then and 
there and a few days later shot 
the female. Thereafter the tower 
was known as “Wingate’s Folly.” 

The Brigadier held his early 
training lectures at dus®, and the 
night would close in as he began 
speaking. He grouped his cadre of 
officers and NCOs on the tiers of 
steps around the well, and held 
forth to them under the stars with 
the old Hindu architecture of the 
maharajah’s hunting lodge as @ 
backdrop. As Wingate had sensed, 
it was a stirring setting. After the 
first talk; in which Wingate 
explained how he wanted the 
men to be trained when they ar- 
rived, his officers went back to 
their tents with the exhilarating 
feeling of being in on a great ad- 
venture. Church services, too, 
were held around. the well 
throughout the training period. 
Wingate never failed to attend 
and liked his officers to show up. 


The Brigadier put the cadre 
through an interminable course 
of “Tactical Exercises without 
Troops.” The conventional way 
of carrying out “T. E. W. T.” is 
on a table covered with sand 
modeled into miniature contours. 
Wingate scorned this as “unreal- 
istic nonsense” and ordered sand 
pits dug, 400 soulare yards in size. 
Men were represented by the tip 
of a match sticking out of the 
ground, forest by tiny pieces of 
bamboo. The Brigadier insisted 
that every hill, tree, river, and 
gun emplacement be built in ex- 
actly to scale—100 yards to a 
foot—and that every movement 
be timed with stop-watch preci- 
sion, so that an officer lying down 
in the sand pit could clearly vis- 
ualize the operation as a whole. 
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In one of his training lectures 
Wingate explained this painstak- 
ing attention to detail: 

“Before a leader can discharge 
a task successfully, he must pic- 
ture that task being discharged. 
Every operation must be seen as 
a whole. By that I mean it must 
be seen pictorially as a problem 
in time and space. The chief dif- 
ference between a good and a bad 
leader is that a good leader has 
an accurate imagination. Most 
commanders are unable to fore- 
see accurately, Their minds pre- 
sent them with a series of pic- 
tures showing their commands 
moving victoriously frorn point to 
point. These pictures are com- 
pletely bogus. 

“The good commander requires 
an anxious, meticulously accurate, 
and ever active imagination. By 
constantly insisting on scrupulous 
realism in the detail of his images, 
he will learn to picture only what 
he can perform and to reject all 
fancy.” 

One of the incidental hazards 
of the sand pit exercises was the 
Brigadier’s mania for swatting 
flies, An officer stretched out on 
the ground pondering some in- 
tricate maneuver would suddenly 
feel a wallop on the head and 
look around to see Wingate stand- 
ing over him triumphantly brand- 
ishing his fly swatter. With a 
Flit gun the Brigadier was as unin- 
hibited as a Stuka pilot over a 
road jammed with civilians. He 
was given to sudden fly-killing 
raids in the officers’ mess and 
would spray Flit over the food, the 
assembled company, and on one 
memorable occasion, on the bald 
heads of two visiting generals. 

Wingate set an exacting stand- 
ard for his officers and non-coms 
and was a hard commander to 
satisfy. During the training period 
he weeded out several officers on 
the ground that they were “good 
but not good enough.” In dis- 
missing one captain who, in his 
opinion, was downright bad, he 
bluntly recommended that he 
never be given a rank higher than 
second lieutenant. “The only test 
of an officer,” he used to say, “is 
in the field of battle. No officer 
should be allowed to hold a rank 
that he cannot carry in battle.” 
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When the men arrived, full-scale 
maneuvers began. “Jungle fight- 
ing,” Wingate told the Chindits, 
“is a matter of quick, close en- 
counters, where a man’s life hangs 
on his cunning and speed and 
skill, Often the platoon com- 
mander is too far away to control 
action, Individual initiative is de- 
cisive. Man fights man.” 

Wingate’s slogan for the force 
was: “We 
zan.” He taught his men how 60 
find their way through tangled 
forests, how to march 


gle. He trained them in infiltra- 
tion tactics, river crossing, col- 
umn deployment, camouflage, pa- 
trol work, and marching in the

dark. River crossings were prac- 
ticed with full equipment on a 
river 400 yards wide, where rifle 
sections had to be posted on each 
bank and in boats to protect the 
men against crocodiles. Wingate 
explained to the Chindits the hab- 
its of wild animals and how to 
scare them away, and gradually 
broke down their fear of living in 
the jungle. So far as animals were 
concerned, the training area was 
as bad as Burma; in Burma, at 
least, there were few leeches and 
no crocodiles. When the men had 
become ‘| acclimatized, Wingate 
led them on long forced marches 
with heavy packs, until they were 
the toughest of shock trocps, capa- 
ble of covering 40 miles with full 
equipment in a day’s march. On 
returning from Burma, one pri- 
vate remarked: “The whole job 
was a piece of cake compared to 
the training.” 

Just after training had started, 
the monsoon broke. with’ great 
crashes of thunder and mountain- 
ous black rain clouds. The chok- 
ing atmosphere cleared, and the 
temperature dropped to 90 de- 
grees. It was a grand moment. 
Officers and men stripped and 
ran out naked into the torrential 
downpour. For the next’ three 
months Wingate and the Chindits 
generally wore nothing but shorts. 
Training went on in heavy mud 
and under incessant rain. The 
jungle hissed and steamed and the 
rivers began to rise.

In, August a’river in the train- 
ing area rose 30 feet above 
its bank. Half of the force was 
trapped = and had to take 
to the treetops. The Brigadier’s 
headquarters were situated on 
high ground some distance from 
the river. To make sure that 
everyone was safe Wingate swam 
across a mile of swirling water 
strewn with clumps of bamboo 
and small uprooted trees, 

No one knew how long they 
would be marooned, and most of 
the officers grabbed a book or 
two. One major found himself 
with a Bible, the complete works 
of Shakespeare, and a volume that 
had just arrived by mail and had 
not yet been unpacked, He set- 
tled back in the branches of a 
gigantic teak tree with water 
lapping a few feet below, tore off 
the wrapping, and turned to the 
title page. It was I.ouis Brom- 
field’s “The Rains Came.” The 
Chindits did in fact imitate Tar- 


‘gan until the flood. subsided. 


At the beginning of October the 
weather turned dry and later 
pleasantly cool. The Chindits fold- 
ed up their tents and went into 
open bivouac, with the cold 
ground as. their lodging and a 
roof of stars overhead, In De- 
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crashed near the Burma-lndia frontier, 


cember Wingate carried out elab- 
orate maneuvers, involving a 200- 
mile march, whose results were 
to determine whether his men 
were in shape for the Burma ven- 
ture. The maneuvers were com- 
pletely successful, Wingate now 
sent an advance party to Assam to 
purchase oxen and collect special 
items of equipment. “Whatever 
happens,” he said to Maj. Jefferies, 
the officer in charge, “don’t let 
the grass grow under your feet.” 
When Jefferies put in a large or- 
der for oxen, he found that the 
Indian dealers had raised the price 
above the figure which the local 
purchasing officer was authorized 
to pay, At this point any delay 
in obtaining pack animals would 
have held up the whole expedition. 
Jefferies countersigned the pur- 
chase at the higher price knowing 
that he could rely on Wingate to 
back him up if any questions were 
asked, 
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Just before Christmas Wingate’s 
force moved to a large canton- 
ment town to enjoy fourteen days 
of relaxation under canvas, and 
Wingate took his first drink since 
training had started. Christmas 
morning the sergeants in the force 
shaved off their mustaches and 
put up a notice to the effect that 
all mustached officers would have 
to submit to a razor before being 
entertained at the sergeants’ mess 
~~a Christmas Day tradition in the 
British Army. One officer, Lt. 
John Long, a Commando who had 
boxed for Oxford and rowed for 
his college, sported a large brown 
mustache of which he was ex-

West would have ruffed 
the second diamond and forced 
dummy again with a club, but 
now declarer could well afford 
to ruff a diamond with the trump
